THE CHINA “MALL. 


WAIOH SEX 19 MUNTALLY , 
SUPERIOR? 


A new contribution to tha vexed question 
of the comparative meotnl powrre of man 
and woman is made by Prof, Dovid FE. 
Amith, of Michigan Stato Normal Soboot, 
Y peilanti, in on article entitled ‘Bex in Ma. 
thematics,’ in Tic Zducational “Review, 
Ho details the reoulte of several thou- 
sands of examination in mathematics, 
reaching over soveral years, it seems that 
men are wlill a little ahead ia this one branch 
of atady, but that honors are prey evenly: 
divided. Wo quote purt.of the article be- 
ar few years igo Join Stuart Mill could 
apeak as an vracle and say of Women that 
tho general bent of their talents is toward 
the practical," but we ore ouming more and 
mora to aay of auch statements, “Prove it.” 
Nor oan the question be settled at present hy 
statistios, for none of our cocductional in~ 
stitutions huvo any considerable number of 
men and women who are taking the sume 
work in mathematics and are, at the same 
time, endject to the same general influences, 
The women, relatively few in number, are 
often a nore sulect oluse ; the men often feel 
compelled to devote mora time to physical 
aporte; the struggle for a place in the higher

fostilutiona offen requires Women of more 


relative power than iy necessary for men; or 
forme one of a duzen olber ubvious influences 
operates in such a way as to make o 
comparison difficult, 

‘'Thia is trae, hawever, rather af the 
higher institutions than of (hu lower. ‘There 
is no reusoa why statica made ia the public 
schools, tram the experience of a numler of 
teachers nf both sexes, should pot show quite 
exactly the relutivé standing of girly nud 
boys at varivus periods during tho first 
twelve schoo) years. ‘This hay been done, in 
a limited way, both in this country aod ia 
Germany. President Hall hes given ua (he 
results of the Berlin experiments with twen- 
ty thousand children who wore just entering 
sebool, and of hia own observations of a 
smaller number of children in the schools of 
Boston. }rom-theae it would eeem that the 
girls oxcelled in space concepts, but the boys 
in number, 

The pronent paper is intended to bo a 
slight contribution in the same direction, but 
with an entirely different olass of students, 
namely, those in Normal Schools. ‘It is not 
intended thut {he paper shall stand for on 
argument opto the intellectual supremacy 
of either.sex, for there are various modifying 
covditions to bo considered in forming a 
judgment ; but it formsa link in the arge- 
Ment, and o6 euch it may have some value,’ 

Hero follows a table compiled from the 
results of mora than 10,000 examinations 
in tho: New York State Normal School. 
What it shows ia thus stated by Prof, 
Smaith : 

‘From this tablo it appears that about 
63.6 per cet, of the young mon passed 
thair examinations, while 59,2 per cuut, of 
tho young women passed ; and that of thoao 
who did pass, the averago standing of the 
two sexes was practically the same, 83.678 
por cent. for the yonng men and 83.696 

or cont. forthe young womon. In algebra 

a women stood higher than tho men, aud 
moro of tbem*pnssed tho subject. In 

eometry, howevor,: the difference is in 
fvor of tho men, altho in all but two or 
three semostera the women averaged aa 
high, or highor. In arithmetic, whero the 
~ largest number of examiustions (noarly 
4,000) werd hold, the men stood noticeably 
higher in every respect, and it was here 
that thoy gained their chief advantuge in 
the final averago, In trigonomotry, where 
only 624. oxaminutions wero held (all figal, 
“examinations), the honora wore about oven.’ 

Noxt is given a similar tublo actting forth 
the results of about the aame number of 
examinations in thé Michigan Normal 
School, We again quote the author's 
Aummory : 

‘Here, asin Table I, the average stan- 
ding of the two sexes differs very little, tho 
differanca being again in favor of tho 
young mono, who stand. 85.61 por ccnt., 
while the young women stand 85.20 per 
cont. In algebra the standing is also very 
even, tho difference heing in favor of the 
min, altho tho womon mako a bottor show- 
ing in the third semester, As in Table I, 
the young men stand higher than tho 
young women in goometry and in arith- 
motic, In the higher mathematics the 

“women stand ronterally higher, but tho 
noombors were small, sod classes wera al- 
waye taught by a man, so that tho sex 
equation of the examiners ig not eliminated 
ag in the other etutiatics,” 

Professor Smith’s conclusion from all 
thia is givon bolow : 

‘Tn genoral it may be said thot, judging 
by the twenty thousand examinations hore 
considered, the young men attain a higher 
sianding; that moro of them pass their 
examinations; and that they make their 
frontest gain in orithmetic and geomotry, 
merely holding their own or losing in 
algebra. If girls excol in space concepts 
when they enter the first grade, they seem 
to lose their supromaoy, or to be relatively 
less succossful in combining those concepts 
with logical demonstration, when thoy 
attain young womanbood. It may farthor 
bo said that as to growth and ateying 
power, during tho year, the young men 
make a greater showing, on the whole, 
than the young women do.’
